From High Balcony Kills 
and Wounds Many. 
— — 
Shoots Into Crowd in Street 
With Fatal Precision 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


WARSAW, Feb. 23.—Count Viadi- 
mir Dombsky, mad and bloodthirety, 
has fought the losing side of a. due! 
that has thrilled the city. Sure of shot. 
he for eight hours commanded all of 
the street in range of a second-story 
balcony and wounded many who 
sought to subdue him. 

His madness is attributed in Jirectly 
to the Russo-Japanese War. The fit 
of insanity came upon him late Sun- 
day night, just after public ceremonies 
that had been going on all day. The 
newspapers called it a “patriotic” 
demonstration, hyt that term here is 
understood negatively. 

POLES NOT LOYAL. 

The drift of the gathering was, in 
fact, the reverse of ‘patriotic. Public 
spirit in Poland, when it dares to ex- 
press itself openly, takes only one 
form—that of an intense desire to free 
the country from the grip of Russia. 
Because it is believed that only 
through Russia's defeat by some other 
power can Poland's dream of the lib- 
erty that once was hers be again re- 
alized, Poland's sympathies in the 
present struggle are all with plucky 
little Japan. 

Count Dombsky's name alone would 
imply that he is a Russian, and it is 
surmised that brooding over the man- 
ifestations he had witnessed had un- 
hinged his mind and filled him with 
a blood lust. 

With his rifle in hand and 
an abundant suppl y of cartridges the 
Count stationed himself in the balcony 
of his apartments in the Rue Zlota. 
The street was crowded at the time. 
Suddenly a shot rang out, followed by 
a shriek of mortal agony, for the 
Count is a good marksman, and had 
taken deliberate aim. It was then an 
hour before midnight. 

The first effect on the crowd was to 
cause a rush for the scene to see what 
had happened. In quick succession 
several more shots were fired by the 
madman, two of which told. Then it 
suddenly dawned upon the people that 
the man in the balcony was shooting 
at them and panic seized them. Right 
and left they fled, tumbling over one 
another in their eagerness to get be- 
yond range of the rifle, and as they 
ran bullet after bullet sped after them. 
Before the street was cleared the ma- 
niac had shot dead two people, mor- 
tally wounded a woman and a boy of 
10, and inflicted dangerous wounds on 
many more. 

POLICE VERY PRUDENT. 

The police, with a prudent regard for 
their own safety, at first contented 
themselves with closing the street at 
each end, thus preventing people from 
entering it. hoping that the Count's 
mad fit would pass or that growing 
weary he would relniquish his post 
on the baloncy. But in both respects 
they were disappointed. 

At 2 o'clock in the morning the 
Count stil held ion of the bal- 
cony, actuated the same deadly 
purpose to shoot any person—man, 
woman or child—whom he discovered 
within range of his rifle. Nor, despite 
the precautions taken by the police, 
of he lack for victims, in the inter- 
v 

In the panic that seized the “crowd, 
when they first discovered that they 
were the objects -f the madman’s 
fury, many of them sought refuge in 
doorways and behind pillars. As time 
went on several of these who were 
thus hiding, concluded that they 
might with safety make an effort to 
regain their homes. and left their 
places of concealment, some dashing 
off at full speed, others striving to 
slink off unmolested by crouching cl)» 
to the houses. 

But the balcony occupied by the 
madman, projecting over the street 
several feet, gave him an  uninter- 
rupted vew of it in either direction 
for a considerable distance, and he 
watched for possible victims with all 
the vigilance of a wideawake sentry 
on picket duty, his rifle ringing out in- 
stantly when the sound of hasty foot- 
steps or a shadow in motion showed 
that some one was trying to escape 
him, and more than one person was 
thus shot at a distance of 200 yards. 

WATER PLAY FAILED. 

The police summoned the fire de- 
partment. A well-direeted stream of 
water from a powerful fire engine was 
brought into play, but the firemen 
found it impossible to hit the madman 
without exposing themselves to his 
rifle fire, and after one or two of 
them had been wounded, they aban- 
doned the attempt. 

A party of ice entered the build- 
ing through the rear and sought to 
gain the unt’s apartments, but they 
found the madman's cunning had fore- 
stalled them. Through the locked door 
at the top of the flight of stairs leading 
to his room he had, by repeated shots, 
drilled a good-sized hole, and when 
he heard footsteps on the stairs began 
biazing away through the hole with a 
revolver. The police were forced to 
retreat. 

It appearing that the mai Count 
could not be secured alive without fur- 
ther loss of life it was decided that he 
should be killed. With this object in 
view a police superintendent entered 
the house opposite from the rear, and 
having taken the precaution of putting 
out all the lights, ascended stealthily 
to the first floor front room and 
through the window, fired at the Count 
in the balcony across the street. 

Unfortunately for the police super- 
intendent he missed, and the maniac 
speedily demonstrated that he was the 
better marksman of the two, for, fir- 
ing immediately where he had seen the 
flash of his opponent's weapon, he 
wounded him seriously in the shoul- 
der and the left hand. At 5 o'clock in 
the morning the madman stin held

THE LAST DUEL. 

Seven o'clock came and the madman 
still held the balcony. The police as 
an extreme measure, announced that 
anybody who succeeded in wounding 
or killing the Count would be held 
gulitiess.

had five children, the last being born 
in 1900, Lyman said that be had 
been one of the signers of the prayer 
for amnesty, pledging hiniself to all 
that it contained.

Several questions by members of the 
committee followed in rapid succes- 
sion, and Ly admitted, in response 
to them, that he knew that * living 
in polygamy he was disobey both 
ne haw of the land and the rule of 
his church.

“I fully intend,” said Lyman, show- 
ing a ‘disposition to elaborate more 
than he had done, “to be true to the 
law of my country, to my God and to 
my obligants and covenants with my 
wives, and I have never done a thing 
that my conscience did not approve.” 

“I want.” he proceeded, d 
into a pleading tone of voice, “to Hake 
a brief explanation, if you will per- 
mit it. My case is different from that 
of most other men. I was born in 
1840, and I can hardly remember when 
my father was not a polygamist. He 
was a friend and adviser of Prophet 
Joseph Smith, and was taught by him 
the importance and the truth of the 
principles of polygamy. He accepted 
the teaching and entered into the 
practice, marrying six wives in the 
years 1845 and 1846. My life since 
my earliest recollection embraces the 
life oi polygamy. I remember all my 
father’s wives as I do my own mother, 
and I lived in a family thus consti- 
tuted until I grew up and became the 
head of a family of my own. 8 

“Consequently 1 have known noth- 
ing else, and I have felt that it was 
correct. I have always felt in my 
heart and my soul that it was correct. 
I married first in 1857, again in 1869, 
and once more in 1884. The situation 
has been very painful to me, and I 
have been greatly pained to find my- 
self in opposition to the law of the 
country and the church. But I had 
made a covenant with my wives to 
love, respect and endear them, and 
could not find it in my heart to 
separate from them, so long as they 
were true to me.” aks

GRAFT IN CHICAGO. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.> 

CHICAGO, March 8.—After three re- 
visions, the report of the municipal 
“graft” committee has been given to 
the City Council. Alderman E. F. 
Herman, chairman of the committee, 
handed in the document, which con- 
cludes five months of investigation into 
charges of City Hall corruption. The 
report finds there is no graft in Chi- 
cago—that is, no systematic graft— 
such as obtains in other cities. Graft 
in Chicago is only “sporadic.” The 
report also makes recomme 
for the reform of public evils. 

The investigation was started when 
Mayor Harrison, in an interview last 
fall, said that if he were to weed out 
corruptionists, he would have grafters 
jumping out of every window of the 
City Hall. results—bef. the re- 


ers. 

In the matter of measures for 
suppression of vice, the report of the 
committee takes issue with several of 
the reform movements now in the 
public eye. The report favors ali-night 
saloons in localities devoted to noc- 
turnal industries, and, as a solution of 
the problem arising from the social 
evil, advocates the segregation 


of Police. 

The Chicago police, states the report, 
compare favorably with the peace of- 
ficers of other cities, but laxity in the 


discipline of the department is only too 
apparent. 


BOUGHT MEXICAN LANDS 


Harriman Reported Connected With a 
Syndicate Which Purchased Four 
Million Acres.

Official Statement Disposing of Rus- 
sian eAllegalions Contained in Re- 
cent Note to the Powers—-Korean 
Integrity Assured. 


ASHINGTON, March 8.— The 

Japanese Minister is authorized 

press the following statement, re 
ceived on the 4th inst.: 

“The Imperial Japanese government 
is given to understand that the Rus- 
sian government has recently ad- 
dressed a note to the powers in which 
the government of Japan is charged 
with having committed certain acts 
in Korea, which are considered by 
Russia to be in violation of interna- 


declarations by the Korean govern- 
ment are declared on that account 
to be valid. The Imperial govern- 
ment does not find it necessary in the 
present instance to concern itself in 
any way with the views, opinions or 
declarations of the Imperial Russian 
government. but it believes it to be 
its right and duty to correct mis-state- 
ment of fact which, if permitted to 
remain uncontradicted, might give 
rise to incorrect inferences and con- 
clusions on the part of the neutral 
powers. Accordingly, the government 
of Japan makes the following state- 
t respecting the five acts which, 

in the note referred to, are declared 
to be fully proved and confirmed: 

“(1.) It is charged under this head- 
ing that ‘before the opening of hos- 
tilities against Russia, Japan landed 
troops in the Empire of Korea, which 
had declared its neutrality.. The Im- 
perial government admits that Japa- 
nese troops landed in Korea before 
the declaration of war was issued, 
but not before a state of war actually 
existed between Japan and Russia. 
The maintenance of the independence 
and territorial integrity of Korea is 
one of the objects of the war, and 
the dispatch of troops to the menaced 
territory was a matter of right and 
necessity, which had the consent of 
the Korean government. The Im- 
perial government drew a sharp dis- 
tinction between the landing of Japa- 
nese troops in Korea, under the ac- 
tual circumstances of the cases, with 
the sending of a large body of Rus- 
sian troops to Manchuria without the

“(4.) It is asserted under this 
number that Japan declared to the 
Emperor of Korea, through the Jap- 
anese Minister at Seoul, that Korea 
would be henceforth under Japanese 
administration, anu warned His 
Majesty that in the case of non-cém- 
pliance Japanese troops would occupy 
the palace.’ The imperial govern- 
ment declares the charge under this 
number to be absolutely and wholly 
without foundation in fact. : 

5— Under this heading itis charged 
that the Japanese government for- 
warded a summons, through the 
French Minister, to the Russian repre- 
sentative at the court of the Emepror 
of Korea to leave the country, with the 
staff of the Russian legation and con- 
sulate. The Imperial government de- 
tries the accuracy of this statement. 
No demand, direct or indirect, was ad- 
dressed to the Japanese government 
asking the Russian Minister to retire 
from Korea. The French charge d 
affaires called on the Japanese Minis- 
ter at Seoul and informed him verbally 
as he did afterwards in writing, that 
it was the desire of the Russian Minis- 
ter to leave Korea, and asked the opin- 
ion of the Japanese Minister with 
reference to the matter. The Japanese 
Minister replied that if the Russian 
Minister would withdraw in a peaceful 
manner, taking with him his staff and 
legation guard, he would be fully pro- 
tected by Japanese troops. He did so 
withdraw of his own free will, on the 
20th of February, and an escort on 
Japanese soldiers was furnished him as 
far as Chemulpo. 

“In this connection it may be re- 
marked that the Russian Consul at 
Fusan remained at his post as late as 
February 28. It is reported that he 
was compelled to stay that long in the 
absence of instructions which the Rus- 
sian Minister apparently did not care 
to give him before his own departure. 


When it was made known that neces- 


sary instructions had at last reached 
the Russian Consul and that he desir- 
as possi- 
ble, the Japanese Consul at the same 
port offered him every facility for his 
departure, and his passage to Shang- 
hai was arranged by the latter.“

The Russian gov- 
ernment will prepare a gunboat o- 
tila on the Amur to provide protec- 
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tion to the fisheries, as soon as the 
river is free from ice. 
MME. STARK INDIGNANT. 

The wife of Admiral Stark, the for- 
mer commander of the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur, has returned here from 
Port Arthur. She is very ind t, 
and denies the report that the admiral 
and his officers were ashore attending 
a ball at the time the Japanese at- 
tacked the Russian squadron. Mme. 
Stark declared her husband did not 
pass a night ashore after he took com- 
mand of the eevee. On the night 
of the attack, bruary 8. all the offi- 
cers and the crews were on board at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, and at 
o'clock at night the admiral held a 
council of war on board the flagship, 
instead of opening a ball in honor of 
his wife's birthday. This was followed 
by a sham attack at 11 o'clock that 
night. confirming in this respect the 
Associated Press account of the at- 
tack.

PETITION OF TRIBESMEN.

BLACK SEA FLEET. 
PORTE’S TERMS UNACCEPTABLE. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
BERLIN, March %8&—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Porte has thus far met 
the requests of the Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey, M. Zinovieff, to permit 


the Black Sea fleet to pass the Dar- 


danelles by naming conditions wholly 
unacceptable to Russia. One of these 
conditions naturally is that Russia 
shall break off, or evade, the fulfill- 
ment of her agreement with Austria 
respecting the Balkans, give the Sul- 
ton leave to settle the controversy 
by his own methods, and assist Tur- 
key, should Austria or other powers 
dispute the Sultan's decision. Russia 


rejected these proposals as preposter- 


ous, but she renewed her request, to 
which there seems little likelihood of 
the Sultan yielding, as British diplo- 
macy is active at Constantinople in 
urging upon the Porte a strict observ- 
ance of the Berlin treaty. France, so 
far as can be perceived, not sec- 
onded Russia in this mater. 

Such a step as permitting the Black 
Sea fleet to the rdanelles 
would be regarded diplomatically as a 
breach of neutrality on the part of 
Turkey, though Great Britain's oppo- 
sition to it, being aimed at the main- 
tenance of the status quo, is not con- 
sidered. Russia's diplomatic weight at 
Constantinople has been somewhat re- 
duced by the occurrences in the Far 
East.* The Porte will give nothing 
without a heavy price. 25 

Germany expresses no opinion on the 
subject. The most that Germany will 
do in the presence of a bargain be- 
tween Russia and Turkey for the re- 
lease of the Black Sea fleet would be 
to maintain silence, neither advising 
nor assisting either party. The govern- 
ment here is looking ahead. It can 
conceive of a time when it will be to 
Germany's advantage to have a por- 
tion of the Russian navy locked up. 
Austria and Italy are not moving at 
Constantinople, where all the powers, 
therefore, except Russia and Great 
Britain are quiescent. 

Russia would not use the Dardan- 
elles now if she could, in the opinion 
of experts here, because her Black 
Sea fleet is not ready for a Far East- 
ern campaign, and if t were ready, 
Russia would wait until her Baltic 
fleet is thoroughly equipped. It is be- 
lieved that Russia could not hope for 
a decisive naval success without the 
Baltic, Black Sea and Mediterranean

N DARKEST OHIO. 


An almost incredible account of 
the lynching of a negro comes from 
the town of Springfield, O. The ac- 
count of the killing reads more like 
a chapter from some improbable 
story of life among savage peoples 
than like a record of actual events in 
a community supposedly civilized— 
and not only civilized but enlightened. 

This strange, eventful history re- 
cords the surrounding of the jail 
where the victim was confined by “a 
mad mob of 250 men, with all en- 
trances and yard gate? blocked by 
fully 1500 men, thus making it impos- 
sible for the militia to have prevented 
access to the negro had the soldiers 
beea on the scene.” Cold chisels and 
sledge hammers were brought into 
requisition, and the mob soon gained 
aimission to the corridors of the jail. 
“Seeing that further resistance was 
useless,” says the account of the 
transaction, “and to avoid the killing 
of innocent persons, the authoritics 
consented to the demand of the mob 
for the man. He was dragged from 
his cell to the jail door and thence 
down the stone steps to the 3 


court in the dooryard. Fearing an a 


tempt on the part of the polieago res- 
cue him, the leaders formed hollow 
square. Someone knocked the negro 
to the ground, and those near to him 
fell back for five feet. Nine shots 
were fired into his prostrate body.” 

After this proceeding, “a dozen 
men grabbed the body, and with a tri- 
umphant cheer the mob surged into 
Columbia street and marched to Foun- 
tain avenue, one of the principal thor- 
oughfares of the town. From there 
they marched south to the intersection 
of Main street, where a rope was tied 
round Dixon’s neck,” and the dead 
body was strung up to a telegraph 
pole, about fifteen feet from the 
ground. This feat “was greeted with 
a cheer,” and “the fusillade then be- 
gan, and for thirty minutes the body 
was kept swinging back and forth 
from the force of the raih of bullets 
which was poured into it.” 

What a truly “edifying” spectacle 
was here presented. The body of a 
dead man suspended from a pole, and 
a mob of other men pouring shots into 
it for thirty minutes—and the peace 
authorities, presumably, looking on 
with mild disapproval. but apparently 
powerless to put a stop to the pro- 
ceedings.

light. Throughout it all,” says the 
veracious chronicler, further, “perfect 
good humor and good order were 
maintained, and everyone seemed in 
the best of spirits, joking with his 
nearest neighbor while reloading his 
revolver.” 

All this, let it be remembered, hap- 
pened in the State of Ohio, not in 
darkest Africa, nor in any other re- 
gton of the globe not irradiated by 
the light of civilization. Ohio is one 
of the foremost among the States of 


this great and sovereign Union of: 


commonwealths. The civilization of 
Ohio is supposed to be fairly represent- 
ative of the civilization of the na- en 
as a whole. Is it to be wondered at 
that when people in other parts of 
the world read accounts of such do- 
ings as those above described they 
form false and unfavorable concep- 
tions of our civilization? Have we 
any just reason for complaint because, 
when we volunteered some months 
ago to forward to the Russian govern- 
ment a protest of American citizens 
against the massacre of Jews at Kish- 
ineff, we were met with a polite sug- 
gestion that perhaps we would better 
pluck the beam out of our own eye 
before attempting to extract the mote 
from our brother’s eye? 

It appears that the black man done 
to death by a mob in the manner 
above described at Springfield, O.,

fense only, for no serious crime is 
mentioned. The prisoner had been 
sentenced at various times to the 
workhouse for from two to six 
months, “but he was always released 
before the expiration of his sentence,” 
and “it was the genera! feeling that 
another trial would only result in an 
insufficient sentence, and talk of a 
mob was frequently heard.” Here 
we have a hint at one cause of the 
disgraceful affair—the laxness of the 
courts in administering justice. But 
the principal cause, it is to be feared, 
lies deeper, in an increasing ſrrever - 
ence for the law and the law's re- 
straints. This irreverence is, of 
course, increased and aggravated by 
every miscarriage of justice, and thus 
the evil grows by that upon which it 
feeds. 

A pertinent question to every Amer- 
ican who loves his country is, where 
will this evil tendency lead if it ve 
not checked? There was a time, not 


pao many years ago, when lynchings 


were comparatively rare, and when 
they were resorted to only in the case 
of grave crimes against women. At 
the time referred to, moreover, lynch- 
ings were confined for the most part 
tas the Southern States. Now it 13 
not uncommon for lynching to be re- 
sorted to for crimes less serious than 
rape and murder, and the lynchings 
are not all confined to the Southern 
States by any means. The facts by 
which we are confronted in this con. 
nection are not pleasant to contem- 
plate. They constitute one of the 
most serious questions of the hour. 
which every thoughtful American 
must needs regard with concern. But 
back of the whole question, one fact 
stands out clear and indisputable. 
This is the fact, often recognized and 
commented upon by our foremost jur- 
ists, that we need to institute some 
radical reforms in our administration 
of justice, doing away with many of 
the abuses by which the ends of jus- 


-iice are now so often perverted or 


defeated altogether, if we are to put 
a stop to lawlessness and enforce re- 
spect at well as obedience to the law 
in all parts of the country. 


“LONG FELT WANT.” 

It is almost incomprehensible 
that there should be any opposition 
to the proposed Post Check Currency 
Bill, considering how urgently some 
such a provision is needed. It is also 
surprising that a practical nation like 
ours should not have introduced, long 
ago, some substitute for the clumsy 
and expensive method of sending 
money orders for small amounts. Ac- 
cording to an article in an Eastern 
publioation, an object lesson, showing 
the effects and expensiveness of the 
postal money order system, was given 
a few days ago to several members of 
the House Postoffice Committee, by 
Capt. Henry A. Castle, auditor for 
the Postoffice Department. 

Mr. Castle first conducted his vis- 
itors to the “auditor’s library,” as it 
is called. Here are 7000 loose-leaved 
binders, each making a volume larger 
than the largest counting-house led- 
ger, and weighing fifteen pounds. 
These 7000 binders are filled annual- 
ly with postmasters’ statements of 
money orders issued and paid, which 
are sent to the auditor's office with the 
46,000,000 money orders issued annual 
ly, as vouchers. The party next visited 
the “machine room,” where scores 
of high-salaried clerks were operating 
adding machines, which verified the 
addition of the money order state- 
ments sent in by the postmasters. 
More than 150,000 orders are daily 
handled in this room. The visitors 
then went to the “round table” room, 
where other clerks were distributing 
an average of 150,000 money orders 
daily. The orders are thence taken, 
(and the party followed them) to forty 
desks, where nimble-fingered operat- 
ors, mostly young women, separate 
them by towns in each Siate, arranged 
alphabetically. 

Next the money order vouchers are 
now ready to be checked with the ac- 
counts of the issuing postmaster, and 
thirty-five expert clerks were found 
doing this. From the checkers, the 
orders are tied in bundles, 


— 


ready for entry in the ledgers ot the 
bureau, where; the counts are kept. 
The 7000 volumes of the statements 


are preserved algo for a term of seven 
years. 

The writer, who describes this in- 
vestigation, says: 

“The effect on the visiting Con- 
gressmen was startling. They learned 
also that the majority of orders are 
for less than $2.50 each. For their issue 
third and fourth class postmasters 
get the entire fee of three cents. First 
and second-class postmasters employ 
high-salaried clerks for this. work, and 
the cost to the service is still greater. 
The paying of the orders»the book- 
keeping. and the transmitting of them 
to Washington, entai! a heavy outlay 
for salaries, without a penny of com- 
pensating revenue; so that in addi- 
tion to the loss of time, in going to 
the postoffice, applying for money or- 
ders, and awaiting their issue, is 
this additional pecuniary loss to the 
government. 

“When the tour of the office had 
heen ended the visitors asserted that 
Congress should, without delay, adopt 
some plan whereby this expensive 
and burdensome work could be re- 
duced, or, at least, its enormous

To a wise handful of people Mr. 
Bauer last nigat gave a display of 
pianoforte manipulation which has 
seljom been equaled in this city. The 
fact that there were many empty seats 
downstairs at the Mason Operahouse 
did not dumpen the ardor of this 
philosophic musician; realizing the 
number of his auditors, he drew them 
close to him and gave each a select 
private recital. 

First of all, Bauer is a great pianist, 
although he is no freak. There are 
few in the world who really deserve 
the tile great; he is one of the few. 
Watching his progress through a tone- 
pictures is interesting, indeed—not be- 
cause of his arm gyrations, facial con- 
tortions and imitation abandonment, 
but because of his utter lack of these 
things. Bauer's face is preéminentiy 
strong, and from his eyes looks the 
soul of a man who has delved into 
more studies than counterpoint and 
the well-tempered Clavier. There is a 
calm smile of self-possession playing 


about his mouth, with a little touch 


of satire which doesn't leave him at 
any time. The artist at the piano 
may be painting you delicate impres- 
sionist pictures of field and stream and 
quiet woodland, or drawing in vivid 
lines of tonal light and shade tae 


{grand passions of Valhall—it matters 
not which, for back of it all you feel 


that there is Bauer, critical deity of 
the harmonic pandemonium springing 
beneath his rushing fingers, always 
calm, always self-possessed—always 
smiling that inscrutable’ satirical 
smile. 

The Bauer technique is nearly ab- 
solute. It is early in evidence that 
he has control of his fingers in all 
passages requiring rapid dexterity or 
wen- directed muscular strength. He 
understands and is able to successfully 
manipulate the piano pedal—a seem- 
ingly useless incumbrance to many 
instrumentalists. When there is occa- 
sion for tearing out tremendous chords, 
his power is almost unequaled. His 
planissimo is like the delicate tracery 
of color that speaks from the subtle 
shadows of great master paintings. 
His final accomplishment has appar- 
ently been the conquest of the singing 
tone; let it not be sall in Bauer's vi- 
cinity that a sustained note cannot be 
struck and held on his instrument. 

Local auditors discovered, too, that 
Bauer's piano is a whole orchestra— 


just as the northern audiences discov- ‘ 
ered it and went wild over it last 


week. 
His tremendous rendition of Brasse’s 


“Walkurenitt,” arranged from Wag- 
was 


ner’s gigantic “Ring” drama, 
something to be treasured in the mel- 
odic memory cells of every hearer. 
As Bauer plays it the auditor doubt- 
less gets the original conception of 
the composer—the combining of all the 
lyric beauty gone before with the un- 
voiced Tittan strength of the whole 
Teutonic race, struggling to find out- 

for harmonic torrents which had 
been swelling there since the begin- 
ning of dramatic music. 

This was to have been his last num-

“Monica Luébano is a pretty little Cal- 
ffornia girl of the old-time race, with 
Umited education but an overpowering 
ability to love.

The sale of the half-pint bottle 
of whisky was absolutely denied. 
Prosecuting Attorney Beebe made a 
common-sense talk to the jury, and the 
honorary barber statesman followed 
with a sophisticated argument that 


 Beauchamp'’s employer will have to 
stand for the fine that will be imposed 
on him, and the proprietor of the sa- 
leon will be lucky if the Police Com- 
mission does not take away his license. 
It is sald the place carries a restaurant 
license merely as a blind to sell booze 
on Sundays and after regular closing 
hours. In that respect it does not dif- 
fer from a good many other saloons 
where the law is almost constantly be- 
ing violated.

Between mountain fires and sheep 
pasturing our native shrubs and bushes 
are disappearing. Many of these by 
cultivation can be trained into shapely 
shade trees. Some of them are more 
beautiful for ornamenting door yards 
and grounds than the costly exotics 
that we have im ed. From some va- 
riety of our native trees may possibly 
be evolved the model shade tree for our 
streets. 

Let us have a tree Californiana made 
up not alone of natives of Southern Cali- 
fornia, but of the whole State. If it 
subserves no other purpose than an ex- 
hibition of the tree flora of our State it 
will be well worth all 5 ae.
